Herty  Award  to  fie 
Presented  to  Dr. 

Coates  May  14 

Dr.  Charles  Edward  Coates,  Dean 
Emeritus  of  Science  at  L.  S.  U,  and 
outstanding  chemist  in  the  sugar  in¬ 
dustry,  has  been  chosen  as  the  recip¬ 
ient  of  the  Herty  medal  this  year. 
The  award  is  made  each  year  by  the 
Chemistry  Club  at  the  Georgia  State 
College  for  Women  on  the  basis  of 
outstanding  achievement  in  Chem¬ 
istry  in  the  South,  Herty  day  will  be 
on  May  13  this  year.  . 

Dr.  Coates,  a  native  of  Maryland, 
came  to  L.  S.  U.  in  1893  and  was 
head  of  the  chemistry  division  from 
that  time  cntll  his  •  retirement  as 
Dean  Emeritus  on  May  31,  1936.  He 
holds  the  bachelor’s  and  the  doc¬ 
tor’s  degree  from  John  Hopkins  in 
1891  and  was  appointed  professor 
of  chemistry  at  St.  Johns  college, 
Annapolis,  where  he  remained  for 
two  years,  or  until  his  acceptance  of 
the  position  as  head  of  chemistry  at 
L.  S,  U. 

In  addition  to  the  deanship  of 
chemistry  at  the  University,  Dr. 
Coates  bas  also  served  as  dean  of 
the  Audubon  Sugar  School,  one  of 
the  best  known  divisions  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  and  one  which  draws  its 
students  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Dr.  Coates,  in  addition  to  his  pro¬ 
minence  in  the  world  of  chemistry, 
was  the  organizer  and  coach  of  the 
first  football  team  at  L.  S.  U.  in 
1893. 

Dr.  Coates  is  widely  known  in  the 
world  of  science.  He  is  a  fellow  of 
the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science,  Society 
for  Chemical  Industry,  American  In¬ 
stitute  of  Chemical  Engineers,  and 
a  member  of  Sieritific  and  honor¬ 
ary  fraternities;  He  is  a  member 
of  the  research  council  of  the  No¬ 
tional  Farm  Chemcrgic  council. 

.  In  the  summer  of  1938  he  attend¬ 
ed  the  International  Congresses  of 
Sugar  Cane  Technologists  and  of 
chemical  engineers  held  in  London, 
England,  having  been  selected  by 
the  American  Institute  of  Chemical 
Engineers  ond  the  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Sugar  Cone  Technologists  to 
serve  os  one  of  the  official  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  United  States. 

His  most  recent  accomplishment 
has  been  his  plan  of  remodeling  the 
sugar  factory  of  the  L.  S,  U.  Audu¬ 
bon  Sugar  school,  which  hos  been

The  finding’s,  embodied  in  a'  tome  of  406  pace’s,  are  based  'on  ex¬ 
aminations  of  45,000  persons,  of  whom  26,000  were  high  school  sen¬ 
iors  and  students  at  about  fifty  Pennsylvania  colleges.  The  authors  of 
the  Bulletin  are 'Df,  Wv'S.  EearneH;  directorate of 'the  Foundation  and 
Dr.  Ben  D.  Wood,  of  the  faculty  of  Columbia  University.  ’••• 

The  most  startling  of  the  conclusions  were  tijese:  1,  that  in  many 
cases  seniors  in  colleges  studying  io  be  teachers,  ‘knew  less  than 
the-  high  school  students  they  were  preparing  to  teach;  and,  2,  that  !an 
extraordinary  number  of  high-school  graduates  who  were  unable  fin¬ 
ancially  to  go  to  college  had  better  trained  minds  than  many  of  those 
who  went  to  college.  . 

Concerning  the  group  preparing  to  be  teachers,  Ihe  report  said: 

‘  The  majority.  .  .exhibit  inferiority  in  contrast  with  Ihe  non-teachers 
in  nearly  every  department  of  stiidy,  and  they  show  up  badly  when 
compared  in  the  same  tests  with  students  four  years  below  them  who 
represent  the  educational  problems  with  which  Ihey  must  be  prepared 
to  deal.  The  ability  and  attainment  of  tfibsei  selected  arid  prepared  in 
special  centers  for  that  purpose  are  consistently  and  conspicuously  be¬ 
low  the  level  of  the  group  as  a  whole." 

As  to  the  problem  of  college  entrance,  a  survey  showed  lhai  of 
4,000  high  school  pupils  who  went  on  to  college,  1,000  of  those  who 
matriculated  scored  below  the  average  of  all  who  did  not  go  to  college 
and  that  3,000  who  did  not  go  to  college  exceeded  the  average  of  the 
4,000  who  did. 

Alluding  to  the  "brilliant  young  minds  that  are  left  behind  because 
they  cannot  pay  college  bills,  the  report  says  caustically: 

"It  does  not  make  the  situation  less  distressing  to  know  that  at 
the  other  end  of  the  scale  the  college  is  accepting  a  large  group  who, 
even  though  they  may  pay  full  tuition,  are  still  a  drain  on  that  surplus 
expenditure  that  a  college  incurs  over  and  above  what  any  student 
returns  to  it.  In  other  words,  both  state  subsidies  and  the  income 
from  endowments  are  today  flowing  in  large  amounts' to  individuals 
who  might  be  replaced  by  more  appropriate  intellectual  investments." 

Vigorous  as  the  report  may  be,  it  comes  as  no  surprise  to  ihe 
world  of  higher  education. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago  Dr.  James  B.  Conant,  president  of  Harvard 
University,  told  the  American  Aisociation  of  School  Administrators, 
meeting  at  Atlanlic  City,  that  hall  the  present  students  in  our  univer¬ 
sities  should  be  taken  out  and  replaced  wilh  young  men  and  women 
of  less- means  and  more  talents. 

He  said  relatively  few  young  persons  from  families  with  total  in¬ 
comes  of  $2,000  or  less  or  less  go  to  college,  yet  eighty  per  cent  of  the 
families  of  ihe  country  are  within  that  bracket.  Hence,  he  said,  "the 
college  and  professional  schools  havt  been  fishing  in  one  small  pond. 

. .  .Unless  the  universities  can  supply  scholarships  wilh  large  stipends 
to  boys  without  financial  backing,  they  cannot  'cull  from  every  con¬ 
dition  of  our  people  ihe  natural  aristocracy  of  talent  and  virtue'  to 
which  •  Jefferson-  referred  as  the  intellectual  and  moral  hope  ol  the 
country. 

The  Camegie  bulletin  blames  the  ills  it  has  found  on  the  system 
of  dividing  the  curriculum  into  segments  and  placing  emphasis  on 
passing  marks.  That  permits  a  student  to  expose  himself  temporarily 
to  education,  then  having  passed  the  course,  to  put  it  behind  him 
and  out  of  his  mind. 

But  that  has  ever  been  a  complaint  against  formal  procedure,  and 
probably  will  continue  lo  be,  so  long  as  college  represents  to  so  many 
young  men  and  women  and  to  so  many  parents  an  attendance  which 
takes  on  an  aura  of  social  prestige.

The  culmination  oi  the  activities  of  the  Debating  Society  of  this 
year  in  obtaining  a  chapter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  for  the  G.  S.  C.  W.  campus 
is  an  achievement  worthy  of  praise,  long  and  loud. 

G.  S,  C.  W.  is  the  only  college  in  Georgia  who  has  had  a  chap¬ 
ter  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  established  on  its  campus.  Pi  Kappa  Delta  is 
Ihe  largest  of  the  three  national  forensic  fraterriiiies  in  Ihe  country.  The 
G.  S,  C,  W.  chapter  has  been  named  Alpha,  and  Nellie  Jo  Flynt,  who 
has  been  an  active  member  ol  the  society  this  year,  has  been  chosen 
president. 

It  is  through  the  hard  work  of  both  ihe :  members  of  the  debating 
society  and  Mis  sHelen  Greene,  the  faculty  advisor  of  the  society,  that 
the  chapter  has  been  obtained  on  the  campus.  Miss  Greene,  especially 
deserves  credit  for  the  achievement.  Until  recently,  the  debating 
society  has  been  the  stepchild  of  the  campus;  with  nobody  taking  up 
very  much  time  with  if.

a.  The  Freshman  Council  shall 
be  composed  of  the  chairmen,  elect¬ 
ed  on  or  before  October  15  by  each 
Freshman  Advisory  Group,  as  formed 
by  tbe  College  Personnel  Depart¬ 
ment.  Each  Freshman  Advisory 
Group  shall  have  a  Junior  or  Senior 
Sponsor,  apointed  by  the  Executive 
who  shall  be  advisor  to  the  group  for 
weekly  meetings  with  programs  ar¬ 
ranged  according  to  a  definite  plan, 
of  study -in  line  with  the  Association 
purpose.  The  president  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  Cabinet. 

b.  The  Freshman  Council  shall 
meet  weekly  with  programs  arrang¬ 
ed  for  aiding  the  Advisory  Groups. 

c. :  The  first  vice-president  of  the 
Association  shall  be  advisor  to 
Freshman  Council. 

Section  6— Discussion  Groups

A.;  and  one  minister  from  the  com¬ 
munity,  It  shall  elect  a$  its  oflfcers 
a  chairman  and  a  secretary. 

b.  The  purpose  of  the  Advisory 
Board  is  to  serve  as  a  resource 
group  for  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Each  mem¬ 
ber  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  as  advisor  for  the 
year  to  a  specific  division  of  the  as¬ 
sociation.  The  Advisory  Board  and 
the  Executive  Committee  are  respon- 
sponsible  for  the  business  integrity 
of  the  Association.  The  Board  will 
meet  or  call  on  its  chairman,  Asso¬ 
ciation  president  or  General  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

c.  Members  of  the  Advisory 
Board  shall  be  chosen  by  a  joint  com¬ 
mittee  of  seven,  three  selected  by  the 
Advisory  Board  chairman  from  its 
membership  and  four  selected  from 
the  Association  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  These  members  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Cabinet  ond  the 
president  of  the  college.  The  term  of 
membership  shall  be  one  year  with 
all  me  mb  ei^  eligible  for  re-election, 
except  the  town  minister,  who  must 
be  a  different  minister /each  year 
with  all  ministers  serving  in  annual 
succession.

Article  V.— Amendments 
Section  1 — Procedure

bers  present. 

Section  2— Affiliation 

Should  Article  II  or  Article  HI  be 
altered  or  repealed,  or  membership 
basis  other  than  alternate  basis  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  National  Board  of 
Y.  W.  C,  A.  be  adopted,  the  local 
Association  forfeits  its  right  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  according 
to  the  constitution  of  the  national  or¬ 
ganization,  and  Its  affiliation  witfei 
the  World  Student  Chrisian  Federa-fy 
tion.  ! 
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
